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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/9/09 
has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6-8, 17 and 68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. In this case, where subject matter such as ""chassis and wall of a 
housing of an implantable component" (claim 6, lines 3-4) and that as recited in claims 
7-8, as well as the "encapsulating" (in claim 17), and "a housing of an implantable 
component" (claim 68) was not described in the specification and /or drawings in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to make and/or use the invention. 
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3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 6-8, 16-17 and 68 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

What is referring as " removably mounting the feedthrough member to a work 
space member" (claim 3, line 3). Whether or not "the feedthrough" being removed from 
the workspace or not? It appears that limitation of claim 3 should have been 
incorporated in prior to the positioning step of claim 1 because for the positioning and 
other steps to be functioned the mounting of the feed-through member must be done in 
the beginning of all process steps. 

"to be mounted on one of either a chassis and wall of a housing " (claim 6, line 2- 
3) not positive limitation, as to how the first and second portions each can be mounted 
to either of a chassis and housing because in claim 1 , the first and second portions 
already mounted to a feedthrough member. 

It is not clear as to what being referring as " the feedthrough provide a 
hermetically sealed . . ." (claim 68, lines 2-3). 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed subject 
matter i.e.," first and second portions each configured to be mounted on either one of 
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a chassis and wall of a housing if an implantable component", (claims 6-8) and "the 
feedthrough member is configured to provide a hermetrically sealed electrical 
connection through a housing of an implantable component." (claim 68), must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. Claims 1, 5 and 10-12 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Miura (GB21 66005). 
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Miura discloses a method of forming and connecting an antenna to a feedthrough 
member of housing, the method comprising the steps of: 

positioning the feedthrough member 8, 9 and an antenna template 1 1 relative to 
each other (see Fig. 4); 

connecting a first portion of at least one electrically conducting wire 12 to said 
feedthrough member 8; winding said wire 12 at least once around the antenna template 
5; and connecting a second portion of each wire 12 to said feedthrough member 9 (see 
Fig. 4). 

Limitations of claims 10-12 are also met by the above reference (see Fig. 4). 

6. Claims 14-15 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Miura. 

Regarding the material associated in claims 14-15, it would have been an 
obvious matter of design choice to choose any desired materials such as that recited in 
the above claims since applicant has not disclosed that these features are critical, 
patentably distinguishing features and it appears that the invention would perform 
equally well with the materials such as polyethylene coating as taught by the prior art 
reference (see col. 4, lines 64-66). 



7. Regarding claims 3, 1 6-1 7, it is noted that no art rejections have been applied to 
claims 3, 16-17, since there are a great deal of confusion and uncertainty as to the 
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proper interpretation of the limitations of the above claims. Therefore, it would not be 
proper to reject such claims on the basis of prior art. See MPEP 2173.06.
